The day folowing the disgraceful 


filibuster in the United States senate 
the Advocate urged the retirement 
'of William J. Stone from the chair- 
manship of the committee on foreign 
relations. This demand is now be-

made at this time. 


Senator Stone has not shown the 


qualifications of statesmanship and 
ability such as to fit him for so im- 
portant a post as chairman of the

relations 


which at this critical period should 
be occupied not 
only by a man of 


great ability 
but 
one 
who is in 


hearty accord with the national ad- 
ministration. 
Mr. Stone is quoted 


as saying that he does not intend to 
resign and that he will not be asked 
to do so. This however, does not 
alter the fact that if he continues 
as head of the committee his useful- 
ness will be largely gone. Mr. Stone 
does not have the confidence of the 
American people and it is time for 
him to realize it. 
Under the caption "Let Stone Fol- 


low Sumner" the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord says editorially: 
"If the Democrats of the United 


.States Senate should decide that, in 
"view of his recent record, Chairman 
Stone is misplaced and should give 


y to one more in sympathy with

shown in many ways that he is not 
the man for this chairmanship. His 
defense of the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania shocked the American people,

Sumner pushed his antipathy to ex- 
tremes when Grant approached a pet 
project of his for the annexation of 
Santo Domingo to the United States.

Grant appealed to the 


other Republican Senators to remove 
Sumner from his chairmanship, and

THE LONELY PRESIDENT. 


(David Lawrence In Century.) 
Few people ever stop to thing 


what a captive of convention 
and 


dignity a President really is. The 
City of Washington is not his accus- 
tomed residence; it is, in fact, the 
home town of few, being simply a 
house of transients, and in the later 
years of life intimate friends are not 
easily made. 
The 
new 
president 


finds himself alone in a strange en- 
vironment, a cold atmosphere 
de- 


pressing to the new comer. 
Even 


after he has made friends he cannot 
call upon them casually or at ran- 
dom. 
Form, that ancient regulator 


of Washington life, is the immediate 
barrier. 
Discretion is another. The 


President may drop in on his friends 
now and then, but not too frequent- 
ly. Such visits are apt to be misun- 
derstood, and it is difficult to dis- 
criminate. 
So the new 
president 


must at once detach himself from 
private life. 


Mr. Taft went about Washington 


freely, for he had lived there sever- 
al years before being elected to the 
preisdency; but the general 
criti- 


cism of him was that he spent too 
much time socially, and his defense, 
it wall be remembered, was that the 
White House was a lonesome place. 
Mr. Roosevelt provided hi^ own rec- 
reation — boxers, 
wrestlers 
and 


rough-riders—but these were excep- 
tional diversions, revealing, indeed, 
the artificiality of a president's po- 
sition. 


Though before his *lertion to the 


presidency a president 
may 
have 


been a sociable fellow, may have 
liked upon occasion to drop "in at a 
club, he cannot now be a clubman 
in thai sense. Even if he so desired, 
he would not find time for it and do 
his -work conscientiously. 
Mr. Wil- 


son plays golf, 
for 
instance, 
but 


rarely if ever stays longer at 
the 


clubhouse than is necessary to pass 
through it to a waiting automobile. 
He used to bp fond of the University 
Club of Xew York, and fresuently as 
President-elTl. went there to write 
personal letters or to read 
maga- 


zines. Doubtless he would like now 
to lose himself in the retreat of a 
library, bat he cannot; he is never 
completely alone. He is like one nn- 
der arrest, always guarded, always 
protected, always awkwardly aware 
of his own troublesome presence.

keeping alive the proposal to abolish 
the ancient rule of unlimited debate 
— a proposal that finally was adopt- 
ed by overwhelming vote of the sen- 
ate Wednesday 
night. 
For 
years 


while a majority of senators, and 
the country itself generally, 
were 


indifferent to the need of 
cloture, 


the Oklahoma man fought in season 
and out to restore majority rule in 
the upper house of congress. 


The rule of unlimited debate, now 


happily 
abolished 
forever, 
was 


adopted in 1806 when the senate 
was composed of thirty-four 
mem-

The Aeroplane, a London publication, 


says a newly designed giant aeroplane 
in a test trip has risen to an altitude 
of 7.000 feet, carrying a pilot and 
twenty passengers. 


This is the first news that the super- 


aeroplanes planned three months ago 
have been successful. 
Ever since the 


•'big push'' last year the British and 
French constructors have been devel- 
oping larger and larger machines. De- 
tails of the most recent show that they 
have as high as 1.000 horsepower, 
divided between four and sometimes 
two water cooled motors. 


Tlie complete equipment of these 


giant planes calls for four and some- 
times six machine ,gims, at least two 
of which are three., inch. They will 
carry more than 1,500 pounds of 
bombs and have a sped of between 85 
and 100 miles an hour. 


This is the- first tstae that a single 


aeroplane has beenjr^ported as carry- 
ing twenty-one passltfgers. The giant 
Sikorsky aeroplanes' btiiit by the Eus- 
siaus have carried ten and,twelve, and 
an American, type of super-hydroaero- 
plane has flown successfully with the 
same number.

Almost imme- 
diately heavy clouds of black Bmoke 
begin to'|iour from the phosphorus con- 
tainers. The ship is entirely envelop- 
ed in the smoke and leaves such a long 
trail in its wake that the submarine 
cannot locate the fleeing merchantman. 
Five British vessels now in the port 
of Philadelphia are equipped with the 
"smokers."

A few schools had 
airly good libraries started, but sev- 
eral schools had 
none. Now, we 


lave but two schools without librar- 
es. One. of these had been suspend- 
ed until this year for two or three 
ears, and the other is on the verge 


of being suspended due to low at- 
endance. 
Our aim we have in view is to 


irst, get all schools -equipped with 
tandard libraries. We shall be dis- 
appointed if every schoo! is not so 
quipped next year. 


Possibly it will be well to explain

tandard library. Such a library con- 
ists of at least fifty well-bound vol- 
umes classified as follows: Agricul- 
ural,5; Elementary Science. 5: His- 
ory.

SCHOOL LAND PURCHASED 


FROM U. S, GOVERNMENT 


Ohio entered the union in 1803. 


t was divided into counties, 
the 


counties into townships 
and 
the 


;ownships likewise divided into sec- 
ions. 
It is of the western half of Hart- 


ford township, located in the north- 
western part of Licking county that 
we are now concerned. 


Hartford townsHip when first set- 


led was divided into halves. 
The 


eastern half was taken.up by differ- 
ent" people at a small price per acre 
and settled in the usual way. The 
western half, or School Land, grant- 
ed by U. S. for school purposes, was 
eased for a time -but later was sold 
by the government for school pur- 
poses. 
Settlers bought the land of 


he government for one dollar and 
wenty-five cents an acre and placed 
he money in the school funds of the 
U. S. Military Lands from 
which 


und we receive'interest each year to 
ielp' support schools. In later years 
jnly the northwest one fourth was 
known as School "Land and at the 


resent time all that is spoken of as 
School Land is the church and school 
and surrounding .community. 


There is little or no Indian his- 


ory connected with the district tho' 
evidences of their having been here 
las been observed. 


School Land is a gentle sloping 


:ountry with but • few high eleva- 
ions, the highest being where Co- 
umbus Canaday' now lives just a 
ew steps from the -school house. 


Though a small stretch of land, 


ts drainage is "far-reaching, as the 
Otter Fork ol Licking River drains 
astern part, and the western part 
drains to Big Walnut and thence to 
Scioto River.

WHERE BEAVERS BUILT 


It may be a surprise to some of the 


oeople of Licking county to know 
;hat there were once beavers in our 
:ounty. 


About eighteen 
miles northwest 


3f Xewark or a .mile and a half east 
Df Johnstown, there is a lake which 
.vas formed by beavers. If you were 
;o go to this lake you 
would 
see 


where the beavers have -built a dam. 
vhich holds the,water. 
Around the 


oanks are small mounds where the 
aeavers had their houses. The lake 
is about sixty rods long and twenty 
rods wide, containing between nine 
and ten acres. 


In the back part of the picture can 


be seen an old building, where the 
tanners put up ice many years ago. 
En front of the building is the beaver 
clam.

OUR WATERS 


How German Submarines Might 


Obtain Initiative. 


WOULD OPERATE ON COASTS 


W«n» W«re Probably Perfected and 


Bates Prepared Before Break In Dip- 


. lomatic Relations, Says Naval Expert. 
Mine Fields Along Gorman. Coast 
Might Prevent.Their Return. 


The German military mind looks far 


into the future, and her military 
movements are made with delibera- 
tion. She strikes when she is ready. 
Despite mucu loose talk to the con- 
trary, the proclamation of the present 
ruthless submarine, campaign- was not 
an act inspired by sudden anger, mad- 
ness or despair. On the contrary, it 
was the public announcement of a de- 
liberate military movement, long pre- 
.pared, carefully: 'thought out 
and 


launched only when the grand general 
staff considered .that the means were 
ample and the time propitious to se- 
cure complete success^ says "Nautieusi" 
a well known naval expert, iu the 
New York Tribune.- 


Value of the Initiative. 


The German military mind looks far 


ahead, and nothing that can'be cover- 
ed by careful planniig isv ever left to 
chance; hence'when Germany took the 
step which she believed might tend 
to drag1 us into the' war we may be 
sure that she had formulated plans by 
which she could obtainjthe initiative 
and earry the war "at. the very outset 
into American- Svaters. This she can 
.do.only by sea raider and submarine, 
as her .great fleet.ls locked up in her 
harbors.

In the large submarine fleet which 


Germany has been building up with 
feverish haste she possesses a weapon 
which,- provided the'" necessary bases 
could be established, would b« as ef- 
fective against-shipping in American 
waters as it'ls .in'.tlie North sea and 
off the coast of Great Britain and 
France. And herein lies the sinister 
significance of the- recent visit of U 
boat 53 to Newport- If a .single boat

Mine Fields May Prevent Return. 
Moreover,;it is entirely possible that 


the elaborate mine fields "with which 
Great Britain has surrounded the exits 
from German, harbors, may prevent the 
return of. many of th'e large seagoing, 
submarines, "which form the-.latest ad- 
dition to the German flee> If so, they 
"will be forced to transfer their base 
from the old to the new world. 


It would be a gig'antic task to in- 


close the German coasts with a mine 
field so • closely sown as to form a 
screen impenetrable by the TJ boats- 
But there is an impression among 
many of the officers in our own sub- 
marine ..service, that this:Is what the 
British'nayy seeks to dp. 


The", task would be faVdred by the 


shallowness of the North sea, partic- 
ularly as the German..-coast is ap- 
proached." In the northern part the 
depth Taries from thirty to seventy- 
five fathoms, but in '-tfie latitude; of 
Germany it is from fifteen to twenty- 
five fathoms. Now, ninety, to 150 feet 
is a depth, that would-lend itself ad- 
mirably to the placing of nets. These 
are the depths which prevail in the 
strait, of Dover, and here netting has 
proved an insuperable^barrier to the 
German submarines- --"-.-.'•. 


German Baee* on Thi« Sid* Needed. 
A leading French iizval officer has 


gone on record as believing that the 
latest German submarines are of 1,500 
to 2,000 tons displacement Such boats, 
if they could establish bases for re- 
plenishment of fuel and supplies 011 
this side of the Atlantic, would be fa- 
vorably placed both for attack on 
American shipping in American wa- 
ters and on allied shipping within lie 
recently established submarine zone.
